Dental Health Week 


Dr. J. D. Atkinson, local dsntist 
presents the following: 
Teeth aren’t in p«rfeet health 
one day and suddenly duwwded 
! the next. 
When an aching tooth flares 
j up in the night. It signifies the 
end product of a long process of 
decay. 
The pain is the danger sign and 
may be the death rattle of a dying 
tooth. 
The decay begins in a tiny area, 
a spot no bigger than a pin point. 
Contrary to wide spread belief, 
j t he decay starts on the outside of 
the tooth not from within. 
Because the outside layer of the 
of the tooth, the enamel, is the 
body’s toughest tissue, the pin- 
i point spot enlarges slow ly at first 
But as the decay works it* way 
into the soft 
tissue 
within, 
it 
| spreads rapidly. 
Decay usually doesn’t occur on 
smooth tooth surfaces 
that 
are 
constantly cleaned by movement 
of food over them in Uis chewing 
I process. To create decay, there 
must be a favarable site for grow­ 
th. Pits, fi&sures, 
grooves 
and 


highly developed, an average of 
about 140 pounds of sugar per 
person is being consumed a year 
according ta calculations of one 
university dental professor. 
"In other words,” he says, "we 
practically eat our own weight in 
sugar. This may seem like a trem­ 
endous amount, but when you 
think that three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar a day will amount to 15 
pounds a year, and then con tern- 
! plate the amount of sugar hidden 
' away in other foodstuffs. It adds 
up quickly. 
There is abundant evidence in 
the dental literature to show that 
if suga rintake were reduced, the 
toll of dental decay would be 
slashed sharply.
